Why  should  God  in  this  age  of  human 
history,  when  man  is  closest  to  Jehovah  and 
best  capacitated  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
hereditary  stains  of  sin  had  not  yet  blunted 
his  moral  perception,  have  begun  with  a 
material  idea  of  the  Kingdom  of  heaven,  if 
He  had  not  wanted  to  establish  an  earthly 
empire!  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  man 
was  just  as  capacitated  then,  morally  and 
intellectually,  to  grasp  the  idea  of  the  King- 
dom as  he  is  today! 

THE  CONFLICT  OF  CAIN. 

' In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Genesis  the  god- 
less line  of  Cain  is  traced  to  the  seventh 
generation  where  the  chapter  closes  with  an 
account  of  the  birth  of  Seth,  the  appointed 
successor  of  Abel,  and  with  the  statement 
that  this  line  resumes  the  worship  of  Jeho- 
vah interrupted  by  the  death  of  Abel. 

Dr.  B.  II.  Carroll,  in  his  lectures  on  Gen- 
esis, Rays;  “The  section  of  Genesis  com- 
mencing: ‘This  Is  the  book  of  the  genera- 
tions of  man’  (Gen.  5:1).  leaves  the  world 
under  two  opposing  lines  of  worship — God- 
worship  and  deVil-worship,  contending  for 
earth-supremacy  — the  Kingdom  of  God 
warring  against  the  kingdom  of  Satan. 

To  be  more  exact  we  should  probably  say, 
the  forces  which  look  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  are  pitted  against 
the  forces  which  look  to  the  establishment 
of  the  kingdom  of  Satan.  There  is  no  ev- 
idence that  either  Satan's  kingdom  or  God’s 
kingdom  is  established  in  the  world  at  this 
time;  but  there  is  evidence  that  the  forces 
which  look  to  the  establishment  of  these 
kingdoms  are  at  work,  and  they  are  pitted 
against  each  other.  But  the  point  is  that 
we  have  here  the  beginning  of  that  conflict 
which  is  to  extend  through  all  the  years, 
the  conflict  between  the  forces  of  light  and 
the  forces  of  night,  the  forces  of  the  King- 
dom of  God  and  the  forces  of  the  kingdom 
of  Satan.  The  field  of  their  conflict  is  the 
world  and  the  end  in  view  is  the  conquest 
of  the  world. 

The  result  of  the  conflict  is  graphically 
told  by  the  writer  of  Genesis.  “And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  men  began  to  multiply 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,  that  daughters 
were  born  unto  them.  And  the  sons  of 
God  saw  the  daughters  of  men  that  they 
were  fair,  and  they  took  to  them  wives  of 
all  whom  they  chose.  And  the  Lord  said, 
‘my  spirit  shall  not  always  strive  with  man.’ 
• • • And  the  Lord  saw  that  the  evil 
of  man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and  that  ev- 
ery imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  his  heart 
was  only  evil  every  day.  • • • And  the 
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Ixird  said,  I will  wipe  away  man  whom  1 
have  created  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth.”  (Gen  6:1-7.)

Hatcher  was  a man  of  very  remark- 
able gift*  He  was  one  of  the  most  ver- 
satile of  men.  and  did  a great  work  as  a 
preacher  and  pastor,  editor,  writer,  author 
and  educator— and  even  here  his  work  did 
not  stop.  For  twenty-six  years  lie  was  the 
beloved  pastor  of  the  Grace  St.  Baptist 
church  in  Richmond.  In  Virginia  he  was 
regarded  as  the  great  leader  in  denomina 
tional  affairs.  Many  a country  and  city 
church  has  felt  the  influence  of  his  evan- 
gelistic work.  He  was  regarded  every- 
where as  a master  of  assemblies,  with  pow- 
er to  sway  an  audience  at  will.  At  asso- 
ciational  meetings  it  generally  fell  to  his 
lot  to  take  a subscription  for  some  strug- 
gling church  or  churches,  and  this  he  could 
engineer  with  consummate  skill ; he  bad  the 
happy  faculty  of  creating  a giving  mood  in 
his  auditors,  and  bis  appeal  was  irresistible. 
Churches  that  he  helped  to  build  he  was 
often  called  upon  to  dedicate,  and  thus  lie 
became  known  as  the  dedicator  of  churches 
in  Virginia. 

For  years  Dr.  Hatcher  was  a regular  ebn- 
tributor  to  the  Religious  Herald  of  Rich- 
mond, and  other  religious  newspapers  His 
articles,  upon  a great  variety  of  subjects, 
were  always  bright  and  entertaining.  Here 
his  wit  and  humor  found  free  play.  His 
very  humorous  article  on  th*  “ La  Grippe 
was  worthy  of  Mark  Twain  himself.  Though 
not  a voluminous  author,  he  wrote  some 
books  that  were  destined  to  live,  such  as 
“The  Life  of  J.  B.  Jeter,  “J^hn  Jasper,” 


and  “Along  the  Trail  of  the  Friendly 
Year*.”  The  latter  ha*  been  well  termed 
“a  classic  iu  character  delineation  lli* 
style  is  always  natural.  Bu  mi  nous  and  at 
tractive,  and  every  page  bear*  the  stamp  of 
his  great  personality. 

His  ideas  of  education  were  large  and 
broad  Ifc  wan  particularly  interested  in 
the  early  training  of  boys,  and  he  has  been 
a great  factor  in  the  shaping  of  many  a 
young  man’s  career.  Hi*  academy  at  Fork 
Union,  Virginia,  which  hr  fouttdtd,  ami  oi 
which  he  was  pn-aideut  fof  so  long,  wa*  the 
pride  of  his  heart.  U#  was  an  ardent 
friend  and  supported  of  Richmond  College 
and  the  Theological  Seminary  at  lxiuiaville. 

In  Dr.  Hatcher’s  make-up  there  was  in- 
deed a happy  combination  of  rare  qualities. 

He  was  a man  of  cxce|itioiial  ability,  of 
wide  observation,  and 'of  keen  diserimmat 
mg  power.  ft*  was  perhaps  at  his  ' cry 
best  in  the  delineation  of  character.  He 
waa  overflowing  with  wit  and  humor  and 
l»athos,  which  he  eotild  us*  -most  effectively 
as  occasion  demanded.  He  was  original, 
brilliant,  ingenious  slid  magnetic.  H*  had 
a striking,  iniimtsble  way  of  expressing 
himself.  Hatcherasque  is  the  only  word  thst 
fully  describes  hi*  style,  for  no  one  else 
wrote  and  spoke  just  as  he  did.  He  waa 
truly  an  adept  in  the  art  of  aayiug  thing*. 

In  analytic  power  the  gift  of  seeing  far,  in 
clear  and  forcible  expression,  and  apt 
phrase,  he  often  reminds  o*  of  Dr.  John  A. 
Broadu*  and  Dr.  J.  B Gambrell  In  fact, 
one  of  the  greatest  tribute*  that  can  be  paid 
to  Dr.  Hatcher  is  to  quota  hia  own  finrf  ap- 
preciation of  Dr.  ltroadu*.  I^t  the  read- 
ers of  this  article  turn  to  that  splendid  trib- 
ute in  Dr.  Robertson’s  “Life  snd  letters  of 
John  A.  Broad  us,”  snd  *ee  for  themselves 
how  ell  much  of  it  applies  to  l»r.  Hatcher 
himself. 

Dr.  Hatcher  has  left  hU  impress  upon  the 
world.  A silent  influence  for  good  was 
constantly  going  out  from  him,  whether  in 
conversation  or  in  speaking  from  the  pul- 
pit. or  in  writing  s newspaper  article  or  a 
book,  or  in  directing  the  affairs  of  an  edn 
rational  institution.  Ho  lived  a busy,  a*-  - 
tive  life.  Most  of  the  time  he  was  on  dou- 
ble duty.  His  death  was  sudden;  the  day 
before  was  crowded  with  duties,  and  the 
day  after  was  filled  with  engagements.  He 
died,  as  he  desired— and  as  he  lived  in 
harness

GENERAL  BOOTH 

* 

, The  Salvation  Army  mourns  the  death  of 
its  founder  and  commander-in-chief,  Gen- 
eral William  Ik*>th.  Not  only  do  the  Sal- 
vationists mourn;  the  peoples  of  the  earth 
bring  their  tributes  of  praise.  Not  only 
do  the  men  in  the  street,  who  have  felt  the 
effect  of  his  broad  influence  throogh  offi- 
cers in  the  Army,  grieve;  leaders  in  all  de- 
nominations fully  praise  him  Not  alone  do 
the  common  people  speak  of  his  Christlike 
love  and  kindness;  rulers  of  nations,  pres- 
idents and  princes,  kings  and  counts,  em- 
perors and  embassies,  send  tokens  to  grace 
his  funeral  bier. 

General  Booth  was  the  servant  of  the 
masses.  His  entire  work  was  toward  the 
amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  popr — 
for  a noble  end.  He  was  a great  organizer. 

We  venture  the  assertion  that  no  one  man 
has  built  up  and  kept  in  action  so  layge  and 
useful  an  organization  for  social  service 
within  his  lifetime.  In  practically  every1 
city  of  any  size  a bnnd  of  Salvation  Army 
workers  have  been  feeding  the  hungry, 
clothing  the  naked,  nursing  the  sick,  rescu- 
ing the  fallen  and  saving  souls  for  Christ. 
The  many  movements  for  cleaning  up  the 


slums  oWe  their  success  in  large  measure  to 
these  soldiers  in  red  and  blue. 

But  not  only  was  William  Booth  an  ele- 
ment in  social  service  simply.  He  was  a 
Christ ignizer.  Much  as  oue  may  differ  with 
him  in  the  unusual  methods  in  conducting 
devotional  exercises  and  in  methods  seem- 
ingly crude,  all  must  admit  that  the  Salva- 
tion Army  has  come  close  to  those  who 
know  not  God  and  have  no  chureh-^o  the 
great  unchurched,  if  you  please— who  need 
salvation  without  knowing  it.  The  General 
was  a Social  worker,  but  his  aim  in  feeding 
the  hungry,  clothing  the  naked,  nursing  the 
sick  and  rescuing  the  fallen,  was  to  reach 
souls  through  liodies.  The  purpose  of  the 
great  organization  which  he  founded  is  con- 
cisely stated  in  its  war  cry— “Salvation.” 

CRIME  IN  JACK80N. 

Judge  W.  A.  Henry  called  a special  term 
of  court  in  Jackson  which  is  now  in  session. 
The  daily  papers  credit  him  with  saying  to 
the  grand  jury  that  a very  carnival  of 
crime  is  rampant  in  Hinds  county,  and  such 
as  would  make  an  Apache  Indian  hang  his 
head  in  shame.  The  ease  exciting  atten- 
tion  is  that  of  a white  man  charged  with  as- 
sault. The  judge  also  said  that  according 
to  common  report,  houses  of  assignation  ex- 
ist in  large  number  in  Jackson.  This  is 
bringing  shame  on  our  citizenship  and  we 
only  publish  it  here  because  we  believe  that 
some  things  can  he  corrected  only  by  the 
help  of  publicity.  It  is  impossible  that 
these  things  can  remain  hidden  from  those 
whose  business  it  is  to  enforce  the  law  and 
we  agree  with  the  Judge  in  saying  that 
“the  time  is  at  hand  when  Jackson  must 
lave  a thorough  cleaning  up.  We  do  not 
believe  that  Jackaon  is  as  had  as  many  other 
unrebukid  in  some  places,  hut  there  is 

more .in  some  places,  but  there  is 

no  need  with  as  many  good  people  as  Jack- 
son  has  that  these  things  should  he  permit- 
ted at  nil.  Some  of  our  citizens  are  very 
sick  of  it  and  are  turning  to  the  commis- 
sion form  of  government  as  offering  some 
hope  of  relief.  Murder  is  too  common; 
gambling  has  been  tolerated  and  the  city  of- 
ficers need  to  make  it  plain  to  the  people 
that  they  are  competent  to  enforce  the  law 
and  t hat  they  mean  to  do  it.  We  know 
that  we  speak  for  a host  of  good  people 
when  we  say  that  the  people  want  it  done.

On  a cold  winter  Sunday  I lectured  to  the 
white  people  and  preached  again  at  night. 
The  colored  people  were  very  anxious  for 
me  to | speak  to  them.  Their  church  was 
a littld  more  than  a mile  up  the  railroad,  in 
one-half  mile  of  the  station  where  I wss  to 
take  a,  train  at  midnight  for  the  next  town. 

Aft<jr  preaching  to  the  white  people  at 
the  night  service,  I took  my  suit  case  in 
hand  $nd  walked  a mile  up  the  railroad  on 
my  wtfy  to  the  station. 

Just  as  I got  in  front  of  the  negro  church 
I sawjthe  preacher  go  into  the  pulpit  and 
announce  his  text:  “There  was  a man 

sent  ffom  God  whose  name  was  John.” 

I salt  down  on  the  railroad  with  my  grip 
at  myi  feet  and  listened  to  his  sermon.  I 
never  heard  a lietter  sermon  in  my  life  than 
this  qegro  preacher  delivered  that  night. 
His  subject  ran  about  thus: 

1.  There  is  a God,  because  God  did  the 
sending. 

2.  John  was  a God-sent  messenger,  one 
11c  gave  many  Scriptures  to  support  a di- 
vine call  to  the  ministry. 

3.  John  preached  repentance  toward  God 
and  faith  in  Jesus  Christ;  and  baptized  on- 
ly those  who  did  repent. 

It  seemed  to  me  I never  heard  a more 
ringing  message  in  my  life.  At  the  close 
of  the  sermon  I walked  in.  The  pastor 
greeted  me  heartily,  and  said  to  the  con- 
gregation that  I was  there  and  would  talk 
to  them  about  “Jerusalem;”  that  I had 
been  to  Jerusalem,  and  hoped  all  the  breth- 
ren and  sisters  would  remain. 

Everybody  kept  their  seats  I talked 
more  than  an  hour.  Of  all  the  crowds  I 
ever  addressed  I never  saw  people  more 
anxious  to  learn.  They  were  truly  “hun- 
gering and  thirsting”  after  righteousness. 

I closed  the  lecture  by  saying  that  I wish- 
ed they  would  all  meet  me  in  the  New  Je- 
rusalem. 

The  pastor  and  three  of  his  deacons  ac- 
companied me  to  the  depot,  one-half  mile 
away,  one  of  them  carrying  my  grip.  On 
our  arrival  at  the  depot  we  learned  that  the 
train  was  two  hours  late. 

These  colored  brethren  “rustled”  around 
and  got  coal  and  kindling,  made  me  a good 
fire  and  after  thanking  me  again  for  my 
lecture,  went  to  their  homes. 

I sat  there  alone  waiting  for  the  train. 
The  impressions  these  colored  brethren 
made  on  my  heart  are  fresh  in  my  mind 
now  and  I give  them  out: 

1.  Colored  Baptists  are  orthodox.  I 
never  saw  a negro  Baptist  preacher  who 
was  not  an  orthodox  Baptist. 

2.  They  are  anxious  to  learn. 

3.  They  are  given  to  hospitality,  and  are 
very  kind. 

• 4.  They  don’t  drink  as  much  whiskey  as 

some  white  Baptists  do. 

I could  wish  that  no  white  Baptist  will 
ever  be  unkind  to  colored  people.  They 
were  once  our  slaves  and  for  that  reason 
we  should  help  them 
They  have  the  first  claim  on  us.  Let  me 
urge  that  every  white  Baptist  pastor  help 
the  colored  people  in  the  town  in  evprv  way 
he  can.  Let  every  housewife  be  kind  to  the

The  district  association  is  distinctly  a 
Baptist  product.  Whatever  may  to  the 
Scriptural  warrant  for  it  God  has  honored  (. 
it  by  giving  to  it  a vital  function  to  per-  qi 
form  in  our  great  denominational  life.  o| 

It  is  bevond  doubt  that  wherever  the  dis-  ^ 
trict  association  has  lapsed  or  become  de-  m 
cadent,  there  the  Baptists  have  weakened 

and  waned.  ri 

There  is  no  need  to  argue  that  our  asso- 
ciations may  have  meetings  of  great  power 
and  inspiration.  It  is  in  ihe  mercy  of  some  ^ 
of.  us  when  these  associations,  in  many  in- 
stances,  had  just  such  meetings.  If  there  ^ 
was  a great  impulse  to  higher  and  better  p> 
things  in  the  hearts  of  our  brethren,  the  ,n( 
district  association  in  its  meeting  was  the  n 
occasion  when  this  impulse  was  eommun-  * 
icated  to  others.  If  some  great  measure  ^ 
challenged  the  attention  of  our  denonnna-  „ 
tion,  the  district  association  was  the  meet  , 
ing  in  which  this  measure  was  discussed  >3 
and  placed  upon  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

We  seem  to  have  reached  a tide  in  our 
denominational  life  when  this  is  hardly  trio 
any  longer.  While  other  denominations  , 
seem  to  be  strengthening  their  ao-ealled 
“ecclesiastical  machinery,”  Baptists  seem 
perilously  near  weakening  theirs.  There 
are  those  among  us  who  see  a marked  de- 
cline in  the  power,  influence  and  general 
usefulness  of  our  denominational  meetings, 
extending  all  the  way  from  our  district  as 
soeiation.  to  the  meetings  of  our  Southern 

Baptist  Convention.  »> 

The  first  step  to  take  in  restoring  these 
meetings  to  their  place  of  power  and  in- 
fluence is  to  make  them  more  truly  repre- 
sentative. There  are  other  steps  to  take,, 
to  be  sure,  but  this  one  of  making  them 
more  truly  and  widely  representative  is  vi- 
tal.  The  first  essential,  right  at  this  point, 
is  that  of  inducing  our  churches  to  send 
representatives  to  the  meetings  of  these  bod- 
ies The  falling  off  in  attendance  upon 
the  meetings  of  the  district  associations,  in 
msnv  nfaees,  is  depressing  in  the  extreme. 
We  inust  seek  by  all  means  to  have  our 
churches  largely  represented  in  these  meet 

ings.  ' ....  it 

It  would  be  a splendid  thing  to  have  all 

our  pastors  take  up  this  matter  of  having 
their  churches  adequately  represented  in 
these  meetings.  The  attendance  problem 
in  most  places,  is  getting  to  be  a most  se- 
rious difficulty.  As  to  the  program  of 
these  meetings,  that  will  undoubtedly  be 
easily  arranged  when  we  have  secured  an 
adequate  attendance. 

As  to  the  question  of  why  our  as«ona- 
tional  meetings  are  not  so  largely  attendel 
now  as  in  the  past,  opinions  may  differ.  It
